Btophen Massett enys that during his recent
visit to England, and while visiting the Houwo
ol Commoun, he was presented to the Earl of
Cardigan, who wha in command of the 11th
Hussars, and led the charge of the six handrod
ut Balakinvs. Being oue of the first to recite
in public Tennyson’s femous lines, he hadn
natural ambition to deliver them In the pre-
stmoe of Lord Cardigan, A polite note was
received from the Earl, fnviting Mr. Musselt to
cull jupon him st his residence In Pottman
gquare, where, aller rendenug the poem to Lim
and s lady, the following graphic account ol
the Oght was given hiim;—

At abont 1 o'vlock, atter the heavy brigade
had been attacked by the Russlan cavalry, the
whole ol tho cavalry division was considernbly
ndvancod towards the epemy, Tne Light Bri-
gude was ordered to digmount to relieva thely
horses, Suddenly they wore ordered to "“mount.’
Ald-de-Camp Capiniu Nolen came forwnrd and
told Lord Lucan, commuanding the cavalry, that
the Light Brigude were (o aliack Lhe Hussiuns
in the valloy, Lol Lucan rode up to Lord
Cardigan and anjd:=*1t Js Lord Raglin's order
thut the Light Brigade 1= to attack the Russians
in the valley.,” Lord Cardigan's suswer wag,
siluting with bis sword ["Certninly, my Lord;
but you will allow me Lo inform you| that thare
is u Russtan battery In front, one on each Aunk,
and thie ground on the flank Is coverel with
Russtan riflemen !? Lord Lucan's auswer was,
**I cannot help that: it is Lord Raglan's positive
erder that the Light Brigade 18 to attack them."
Lord Cardigno theo formed his brigade of fivo
regiments, with three regiments in be front liue,
and two in the second, lord Lucnn ordered
Lord Cardigan’s regiment, the 110k [Hussars, hack
no w8 to form a sapport on the left rear of thoe
fronmt hoe. Lord Cardigan immodiately ordered
the mdvance, After going sixty yaris or o,
Caplain Nolan rode obligquely across the front,
when & Russinn shell iell upon the ground noar
Captain Nolan, and not very far lrom Cardigan,
Nolan's horse turned and earried him to the
rear. Lord Cardigan then 1ed the brigade down
to the maein battery in front, about one mile
and n quarier distant, Un arriving al a position
about eighty yurds from the battery, the fire
became very rovery, and the officars were con-
siderably excited, uno had to be called 1o “'he
stendy.” Cardigan, ot the head of his brigade,
passed close by the muzzle of & gun, which was
bred as he entered the baltery. He then rode
straight forward throogh the Bussinn lmber
carriages, wnd enme up close to the Russian
line of cavalry. His brigade did not follow
him, Lord Cardigan was atlacked by two Cone
sackd, slightly wonnded and nearly dismounted,
He fenced off the Cossacks, aud gradunlly re-
tired from olhers who were attempting Lo sur-
round him, When he got back to the battery
thoy had sl retired and diverged 1o the Jefi,
Lord Uardigan slowly retreated, and met Gene-
ral Scarlett, commanding the heavy brigade of
the cavalry, Cardigaun told him that the " Light
Brigade®” was destroyed. The brigade was then
counted by the stall officer, and it was lound
that there were only 105 jnem Jeft out of 630,

Lord Cardigan imwmedintely rode off to Lord
Raglan to report what had taken plaec. The
first thing Lord Raglan said, in a very angry
lone, was, “What, sir, conld you possibly menn
by attaeking a battery in front, contrary to all
the ' usages of warfate snd the customs of the
service!” To which Lord Qardigan replied, My
Lord, I bope you will not blame me, for I re-
ceived a positive order from my superior ofliver
in front of the troops 10 attack them, aud I was
quite ug well wwate of the uousoal course of the
proceeding ordered.,” Lord Raglan inquired
what had been done. To which Lovd Cardizan
replied that “he bad led the brignde into the
Russian battery; that he had ridden up to the
Russian cavalry; tbat be was not followed by the
brigade: was wounded and vnearly dismonuted,
and hid some difficulty in getting away irom a
number of Coesncks; that the brigade wis nesrly
destroyed, there being only 1685 remmning,”

The whole of this memorable affair ocoupled
the briel time of twenty minules!?

The Ancestry of the Austrian Emperor.

A Prench jourusl says that “many persons nte
Jjust now surprised al learning that the Em-
peror of Ausiria Internds to visit the tomb of his
apcestors at Nauney, and they want to know how
it hisppens thut the progenitors of Fraucis
Joseph repose beneath the yaults of the ancleut
chureh of that city. We shull explain, Tn 1736
Franecls Stephen was Duke of Loresine, The
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warof the Polish succession had just eoded,
and the treaty of Viennn wae signed. By this
act the powers who had taken part in the war
gnve the Duchy of Lorrdine to Staunlslas Lec-
zinski, father-indaw of the King of Prance
and, as compensation, trausferred the Ut":t_m
Duchy of Tuscany to Fruncis Stephen, The
latter, who wans attached to his Duachy, pro-
tested epergetionlily, but he had to submit
to the law of the stronger. The Ewm-
peror of Germany, Charles IV, who bad a
strong affection for the Duke of Lorraine, ofered
10 bhim the hand of his dnughter, Maria Therosa,
his beir, The marrisge took place ou the 17th
of Febroary, 1736, and thus it was that the
House of Lorruive succeeded to the empire by
its alliance with the Hapsburgs, OF this unloy
the Emperor Joseph 11 was born, and he, dyiug
chuldiess, left the crown to his brother, Leopold
11, The son of Leopold 11 was Franeis 11, who,
on the €ih of Augusf, 1806, dropped the title ol
Emperor of Germany for that ol Ewperor of
Austrin, and took the nnme aod style of Francls

His son, Ferdinand I, suceeeded him, and
when the latter abdicated, in 11849, it was in
favor of his nephew, the present Ewperor, son
of the Archduke Pruncls Churles, Thos, from
Francis Btepben, the lust Duke of Lorratne, to
Francis Joseph, the liue of descent 8 not & long
one, Direct descendunt of the anclent Dukes of
Lorrsine—a provioee which I8 now =0 Freonch
nnd so patriotic—the Emperor Franols Joseph,
whose lofty and loyal charaeter hoas alrendy cou-
guered all our sympathics, will not be aslranger
imong us,"

The Fourteenth Amendment,

The tollowing is the section of the Constlitu-
lional amendment (slrendy ndopted by thiee.
fourths of the loyal Biates) upon which Mr,
Stevens basea the right of Congress to pass the
uniform suflrage law for all the States:—

"Articie X1V—8ection L—All permons born Or nato-
ralized lo the United Eintes, and surfect to the Jurls-
diction therep!, are cltizens of the United Buaten and
of Lhe Stalo whereln Lthey reshde, No State slinll mako
or ¢uforcs any law wiilch shall abridge the peiviloges
or humunitles of eltizens of the United States nor
shall sny Stale deprive any persoy of lite, Hberty, or
Properiy without dae process of law, oor deny Lo any
pernon within lts Jorisdiction the equal protecilon of
is Jnwa,"”

The second gection provides that whenever
the right to vote is denied by any Btate to any
portiou of s adult male citizens, or In any way
abirldged, axcept for rebellion or otheér crime,
the basls of representution in Congress shall be
reduced acoordingly. The third section pro-
hibita a certain class of Jeading KRebels (those
who violated an osth in order to join the Con-
tederncy) from holding oflice, State or Natlonal,
uniil relieved of the disability by & two-thirds
vote of Uongress, Section fourth declares the
natlonsal debt inviolsble, sand forever prohibits
both Hinte and Nationkl Governments from
sssumiug or paying wuy obligation incurred in
nid of rebellion, and from makiog any remune-
ration for emancipiated sluves. Beclion @Afth
confera on ( onpress the power to enforce the

wvovisions of thws smendment by appropriate
cpitlation, . :
